Newburn. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Watson  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  my  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1968. 

The  vital  statistics  are  set  out.  One  matter  for  concern  is  the 
number  of  deaths  in  infants  aged  between  one  month  and  one  year. 
Six  deaths  occurred,  and  four  of  them  were  due  to  respiratory 
infections. 

On  the  infectious  diseases  front,  things  were  again  very  quiet, 
and  the  number  of  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  is  at  a  low  level. 

The  number  of  children  immunised  against  various  diseases  is 
again  given,  and  the  work  done  in  the  field  of  housing  has  been 
set  out. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Council  for  their  interest 
in  health  matters  and  their  readiness  to  act  to  improve  the  health 
of  the  district.

During  1968  changes  were  made  in  the  list  of  notifiable  diseases. 

All  provisions  governing  the  notification  of  infectious  disease 
and  food  poisoning  are  now  to  be  found  in  Sections  47  to  49  of 
the  Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968  and  the  Public 
Health  (Infectious  Diseases)  Regulations  1968.

Infective  jaundice  became  notifiable  on  June  15th,  1968.  During 
the  summer  there  was  a  small  outbreak  on  Chapel  House  Estate 
mainly  affecting  children.  Case  to  case  spread  was  thought  most 
likely. 

Dysentry 

In  addition  to  three  notified  cases  the  disease  was  ascertained 
in  a  further  three  cases.  Specimens  were  taken  from  all  members 
of  the  six  families  and  a  further  13  positive  excreters  were  found. 
All  these  were  followed  up  until  negative  specimens  were  obtained. 
In  all,  more  than  a  hundred  specimens  were  examined  at  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory.

Tetanus  and  Oral  Poliomyelitis 

This  schedule  was  introduced  during  1968  and  should  be  easier 
to  operate  than  the  previous  one.  Comparison  of  the  figures  given 
in  the  following  table  with  previous  years  is  not  possible  as  the 
primary  immunisations  are  not  completed  until  the  baby  is  1  year 
old,  compared  with  7-8  months  in  the  previous  schedule.  Nevertheless 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  most  children  in  the  district  are 
receiving  the  appropriate  immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping 
cough,  tetanus  and  poliomyelitis.  The  few  children  who  are  not 
immunised  in  infancy  are  usually  done  when  they  commence  school. 
About  one  third  of  the  children  are  having  routine  smallpox  vac¬ 
cination. 

During  1968  measles  vaccination  was  introduced.  A  single 
injection  of  live  attenuated  virus  produces  satisfactory  and  prolonged 
immunity  to  the  disease.  During  1968  580  children  were  vaccinated, 
most  of  them  aged  4,  5  and  6. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1947 

Unfortunately  action  had  to  be  taken  under  Section  47  of  the 
above  Act  on  two  occasions.  In  both  cases  emergency  action  was 
necessary  and  application  was  made  to  a  Magistrate  under  the  1951 
amendment.  In  the  first  case  an  old  lady  suffering  from  pneumonia 
was  removed  to  hospital.  She  died  five  days  later.  The  second  case, 
also  an  old  lady  who  had  been  kept  under  observation  for  three 
years,  was  removed  to  the  Thoracic  ward  of  the  same  hospital. 
Her  chest  condition  improved  with  treatment,  but  she  was  subse¬ 
quently  admitted  to  a  mental  hospital. 
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HOUSING 


Medical  Points  for  Re-Housing 

Under  the  Council’s  points  scheme  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
is  empowered  to  add  one  or  two  medical  points  to  the  cards  of 
suitable  applicants  for  council  houses.  The  usual  procedure  is  for  a 
visit  to  be  made  when  the  applicants  submit  a  medical  certificate  in 
support  of  their  application.  Where  the  case  appears  to  be  urgent,  a 
letter  is  written  to  the  House-Letting  Committee. 

During  1968,  62  visits  were  paid  in  this  connection,  and  the 
following  recommendations  made: —

when  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  the  applicant  being  allocated 
a  house  (i.e.  usually  on  first  application)  the  cards  are  given  medical 
points  without  being  visited.

Slum  Clearance 

During  1968  a  number  of  inspections  were  made  with  a  view 
to  the  demolition  of  unfit  property.  55  houses  in  Coniston  Avenue, 
Newburn  were  inspected  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  represented 
to  the  Council  as  unfit  for  human  habitation  in  January,  1969. 


ANNUAL  REPORT

CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH  INSPECTOR 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Watson  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  for  1968. 

The  work  of  the  Health  Department  is  always  varied  and  this 
is  illustrated  in  the  table  in  the  report  showing  the  nature  and 
number  of  inspections  carried  out  during  the  year.  Whereas  the 
total  number  of  inspections  does  not  vary  greatly  from  year  to  year 
except  when  staff  shortage  occurs,  the  number  of  inspections  under 
the  different  headings  is  determined  by  circumstances,  for  example 
when  the  emphasis  is  on  slum  clearance,  housing  inspections  increase, 
or  when  new  legislation  is  introduced  a  considerable  number  of 
first  inspections  is  necessary.  As  it  is  not  possible  to  comment  on  all 
of  the  items  listed,  only  those  of  particular  interest  have  been  chosen. 

In  connection  with  the  operation  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act,  1963,  it  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  occupiers 
of  registered  premises  have  responded  well  to  our  requests  for 
compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act.  Only  45  contraventions, 
none  of  a  major  nature  were  found  on  the  176  registered  premises, 
and  they  were  all  remedied  by  informal  action. 

Standards  attained  by  shopkeepers  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
(General)  Regulations  1960  were  generally  satisfactory  but  diffi¬ 
culties  arose  in  cases  where  the  size  of  premises, was  inadequate  for 
the  volume  of  trade  carried  on.  Lack  of  proper  provisions  for  the 
storage  of  empty  cartons  and  unsuitable  refuse  storage  facilities  in 
some  cases  tended  to  give  rise  to  nuisance.  It  will  be  of  great  assistance 
when  legislation  is  introduced  to  enable  the  rejection  of  plans  where 
inadequate  provision  of  refuse  storage  is  shown. 

The  refuse  collection  service  was  called  upon  to  remove  an  ever 
increasing  volume  of  material,  and  without  compression  vehicles  it 
would  have  been  an  almost  impossible  task.  Check  weighings 
showed  that  a  compression  vehicle  carried  50%more  than  a  fore 
and  aft  tipper  in  half  the  number  of  loads.  The  total  estimated  weight 
of  refuse  removed  during  the  year  was  8,000  tons.  The  demand  for 
special  collections  continued  to  increase,  137  requests  for  removal  of 
furniture,  bedding  etc.  being  received,  including  nine  for  the  removal 
of  pianos.  The  difficulties  of  operating  controlled  tipping  to  a 
satisfactory  standard  when  dealing  with  refuse  containing  a  high 
proportion  of  paper,  polythene,  cartons,  etc.,  has  been  referred  to  in 
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previous  reports  and  progress  towards  an  alternative  method  of 
disposal  is  welcomed.  The  Council  supported  research  by  National 
Industrial  Fuel  Efficiency  Service  on  behalf  of  Newcastle,  Gosforth, 
Longbenton  and  Newburn  into  the  possible  use  of  incineration,  the 
location,  number  of  plants  and  the  possible  utilisation  of  waste  heat 
being  considered.  Investigations  were  proceeding  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  collection  continues  to  expand 
and  agreement  was  reached  with  Newcastle  Corporation  that  houses 
built  by  them  on  the  West  Denton/Westerhope  Comprehensive 
Development  Area  should  be  provided  with  paper  sack  holders,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  557  houses  were  so  equipped.  With  regard  to 
salvage,  demands  from  the  Board  Mills  encouraged  an  increase  in 
the  amount  to  be  collected  and  a  total  of  almost  400  tons  worth, 
approximately  £4,000  was  despatched. 

Re-housing  from  condemned  properties  at  Lemington  continued 
though  at  a  slower  rate  than  hoped  for,  but  all  the  tenants  from  the 
Francis  Terrace,  Newburn  Clearance  Area  were  provided  with 
alternative  accommodation.  Coniston  Avenue,  Newburn  was 
inspected  with  a  view  to  its  being  included  in  a  Clearance  Area,  but 
a  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  was  not  made  until  1969. 

A  proposed  Smoke  Control  Area  at  Throckley  was  again 
deferred  on  financial  grounds,  but  two  Areas  at  Lemington  covering 
new  housing  developments  were  made  in  October,  to  come  into 
operation  in  July,  1969.  A  total  of  72  acres  with  an  eventual  800 
houses  was  included  in  the  Areas.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  4,088 
properties  were  covered  by  Smoke  Control  Areas,  this  representing 
some  33  %  of  the  total  houses  in  the  district. 

On  receipt  of  information  that  supplies  of  soft  coke  would 
soon  cease  to  be  available,  representations  were  made  to  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  regarding  the  payment  of  grant 
for  conversion  to  room  heaters  of  approved  open  fires  which  had 
been  installed  originally  with  the  aid  of  grant,  but  no  second  grant 
was  payable.  Premium  fuels  would  have  to  be  used  where  hard  coke 
could  not  be  satisfactorily  burnt  on  an  open  fire.  This  unfortunately 
means  increased  fuel  bills. 

In  conclusion  may  I  express  my  gratitude  for  the  support  and 
encouragement  of  Mrs.  Watson  and  members  of  the  Health  Commit¬ 
tee,  and  for  the  ready  co-operation  of  Dr.  Smith  and  the  Council’s 
chief  officers.  Thanks  are  also  due  to  the  staff  of  the  department  for 
their  ready  assistance.
